THE PRICE OF AMBITION 
J a pa n which undertook to promulg a te a Monroe doc­ 
trine for the fa r oast severa l yea rs afro and threa tened 
dire ha ppening s to any power which might inter!ere. to­ 
da y fa ces the possibility of ha ving to enforce that defiant 
stand by force of arms. 
One would ha ve ima g ined that with their ha nds en 
tirely too full in China, the J a pa nese would ha ve been 
quite concilia tory to the Russians, even in the fa ce o f thin­ 
ly veiled a g g ression, until China is mopped up. But not 
go. 
Tota lly una ble to understa nd a nother people’s view ­ 
point. our J a pa nese cousins seem to he rushing towa rd a 
double conflict, either of which would ta x a richer, m o r e 
powerful nation. 
Tha t is the price of imposing a Monroe doctrine upon 
peoples who d on ’t wa nt to be bothered with one. 
In our 
own hemisphere the La tin-America n countries ha ve been 
profited by the America n Monroe doctrine in that it ha s 
permitted them to develop without fea r of Europea n a g ­ 
gression. 
The Chinese, however, consider themselves en­ 
tirely com petent to ma na g e their own a ffa irs without help 
from the Rising Sun. 
T he Rising Sun thinks otherwise, 
and there is wa r without quarter. 
'Then there are Rus­ 
sian complica tions, and if the Reds ma ke 
good 
their 
threats it is possible that J a pa n is iri for a deal of woe. 
But we must not forget that the J a pa nese have allies. 
It seems that Germa ny and Italy sta nd willing to offer 
moral support in a wa r against Russia, if not actua l mili­ 
tary support. 
Russia, if actual hostilities get out of ha nd, 
will not be a ble to give her entire a ttention to the ea stern 
front, but must ma intain a powerful g ua rd on her Europea n 
borders. 
It would be somewha t crude to see the Gm ma ns 
attack Russia immedia tely upon the opening of hostilities 
with J a pa n, but crude thing s ha ppened in 101 I. 
Further­ 
more, Germa ny ha s no border conta ct with Russia, a se­ 
rious complica tion. 
When we consider that J a pa n has allies, we must re­ 
member that Russia has them, too. Consider France, w hich 
has a leftiest a g reement with the Reds, and which mig ht 
feel it proper to attack Germa ny if Germa ny a ttacks Rus­ 
sia. 
That crea tes distinct possibilities. Then France, also, 
is not without allies. Only a few da ys a g o the king of E ng ­ 
land wa s in Fra nce expressing the great admira tion of his 
empire for thing s French. 
In the uniform of a British a d ­ 
miral the Eng lish king reviewed French troops, symboliy, 
ing the solida rity between the British na vy and the French 
army. 
But that wa s ag ainst Germa ny. No doubt the British, 
even in their own hearts, are reserving judg ment about 
wha t to do in ca se the French attack Germa ny as result of 
a Russo-J a pa nese-Germa n quarrel. 
This network of a lliances halts at the Atlantic ocea n. 
There is money to be thoug ht of, in ca se a major war d e­ 
velops, and money will be hard to rats» in this country 
for the benefit of those who ha ve u<>t seen fit to pa\ a u\
